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This is a decision on the renewed petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b), filed January 25, 2006, to 
revive the above-identified application.

Where there is a question as to whether either the abandonment or the delay in filing a petition 
under 37 CFR 1.137 was unintentional, the Commissioner may require additional information. 

The instant petition still lacks item (2). The petition fee has still not been submitted with the 
instant petition. $750.00 was charged to Deposit Account No. 19-2814 on January 26, 2006, but 
was later voided out of the USPTO finance system, as that deposit account is associated with the 
law firm Snell & Wilmer, L.L.P. Authorization to charge the petition fee to that deposit account
